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SCENIC HIGHWAY ELEMENT 


SCENIC HIGHWAYS: 


The Scenic Highways Plan, an element of the General Plan, is 
provided to preserve the environment and foster the beautifica- 
tion of the State, County and Local Scenic Highway Systems. 
Official State and County Scenic Highways are so designated by 
the State Scenic Highway Advisory Committee. Local City streets, 
unless they are also County highways, are not eligible to become 
part of the scenic highway system. Local agencies are not, how- 
ever, precluded from developing and adopting local scenic routes. 


GOALS: 


There are no existing State or County highways within the City 
of Sierra Madre, consequently, there can be no Official Scenic 
Highways within the City limits. 


lo Siecal Scenic Routes 


Local Scenic Routes should not be so designated until 
specific corridor studies have been made and plans 
and programs have been developed. . 


Ze eescenic Route socudy 


A study to determine local scenic routes should 
include: 


A. Identification and analysis resources in 
the vicinity of the streets to be included 
in the study. 


B. Identification of scenic corridors. 


C. Development of policies and programs to 
enhance and protect the scenic corridors. 


D. Consultation with organizations, indivi- 
duals and residents in the scenic corridor 
to incorporate their suggestions regarding 
the proposed routes and to develop support 
for adopting measures to protect the route.
